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Opposition to streetscape plans, bonding cost expected at hearing this week; Council to vote Monday

The Agawam City Council is 
set to vote Monday on $5.28 mil- 
lion in borrowing for the Walnut 
Street Extension streetscape proj- 
CCE. 

Mayor Richard Cohen and lo- 
cal planning officials have been 
working on a streetscape im- 
provement plan for Walnut Street 
Extension, a two-block commer- 
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cial corridor near Springfield and 
Suffield streets, for several years. 
The purpose of the project is to 
create an active downtown area 
by replacing the current strip mall 
parking lots with wide sidewalks, 
tree plantings, park benches, an- 
gled on-street parking and deco- 


rative lighting. 
Council President James 
Cichetti, however, expressed 


doubts about taxpayers’ appetite 
for a bond, which would increase

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property taxes. 

“The town already borrowed 
for the athletic facility project, 
said Cichetti. “When that hap- 
pened, the Early Childhood Cen- 
ter also came up. We asked what 
the priority was then. We decided 
to borrow the money for the ath- 
letic facilities. Now the mayor is 
asking for money for this.’ 

The town was turned down for 
a $1 million MassWorks grant to 
help with the cost of the streets-

Drone camera keeps eye on campus 


Drug searches, door checks among uses for newest technology

A new high-flying device that 
can help deter illegal drug use 
and keep schools safe is among 
a slew of proactive school safety 
tools being deployed by the dis- 
trict. 

At a recent School Committee 
meeting, Superintendent William 
Sapelli and School Safety Director 
John Nettis showed off a $1,200 
aerial drone. The Phantom 4 
quadcopter, equipped with a vid- 
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eo camera, has been in use for the 
past three months. It not only can 
provide an aerial view of a school 
campus, but it also can hover 
outside a classroom window and 
zoom in to see what's happening 
inside. 

Its other capabilities include 
recording and archiving video 
footage. The drone can perform 
an outer perimeter check on a 
school as well as an inner perime- 
ter check in under three minutes, 
according to Nettis. Three people 
are trained to control the drone,

which already has been used in 
seven operations. 

“We can check license plates, 
suspicious persons, gather intel- 
ligence, and also prevent some- 
one from coming through an un- 
locked door remotely, said Nettis 
adding that the drone can travel 
up to 48 mph. “There's no getting 
away from this thing.’ 

Its easier, cheaper, and often 
safer to use a drone rather than 
having someone walk around a 
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cape project. Cohen said the town 
was turned down because other 
communities applying for the sec- 
ond and third time for the grant 
were given higher priority. 

“We scored high for the grant, 
but the other communities got 
the grant, said Cohen. 

He said the town would apply 
again for the grant to help knock 
down the cost of the project.

After enduring three months 
of locked gates and speculation 
about staffing cuts, Robinson 
State Park is getting a new full- 
time supervisor. 

Andy Gloss will take over as 
the Feeding Hills park's new rang- 
er on April 9, state officials con- 
firmed this week. He has worked 
for the state Department of Con- 
servation and Recreation for 17 
years, as a full-time supervisor 
since 2008. In his new role, he will 
oversee all day-to-day operations 
of the park, supervise season- 
al employees, and maintain the 
park's waterfront, trail system, 
pavilion and picnic areas, accord- 
ing to Mark Steffen, a spokesman 
for DCR. 

The park ranger position has 
been vacant since the beginning 
of January, when Joe Sarkis, who 
stewarded the park for two dozen 
years, retired. When no successor 
was named immediately, mem- 
bers of the citizens group Friends 
of Robinson State Park expressed 
worry that DCR would opt to 
leave the position vacant, or staff 


tees were expected to discuss the 
project at a workshop meeting 
Wednesday night, after the Aga- 
wam Advertiser News deadline.

it during summertime only, as a 
way of saving money. 

That would be a mistake, the 
Friends group said. The park 
sees year-round use from hikers 
and dog walkers, and forcing vis- 
itors to park outside the locked 
gates creates a traffic hazard on 
North Street and North Westfield 
Street. More importantly, one of 
the ranger's tasks in the winter is 
to monitor the trail system and 
keep motorized vehicles, such as 
snowmobiles and ATVs, off the 


property. 
In a press release, Agawam’s 
state legislators — Sen. Donald 


Humason, R-Westfield, and Rep. 
Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick— 
said the public outcry prompted 
them to advocate for Robinson 
State Park to DCR. 

“As the father of three young 
children, I am keenly aware of 
how important these resources 
are to a community such as Aga- 
wam. Boldyga said. “Families 
and local groups utilize this park 
daily and the safety and security 
of our residents is paramount in 
our minds. We were very happy

Bleachers done, fields ready for Sunday event 


A grand opening celebration to mark 
the completion of the Agawam High School 
athletic facility renovation is scheduled for 
2 p.m. Sunday, April 2. Guided tours will be 
provided following the ceremony. 

According to Jennifer Bonfiglio, the 
towns chief procurement officer, workers 
finished the last major component of the 
project, the bleachers, this week. The proj- 
ect was originally supposed to be fully com- 
pleted in October 2016. 

Upgrades completed last year includ- 
ed a new multi-purpose artificial turf field 
and synthetic track, new concrete tennis 


and basketball courts, a new baseball field 
behind the high school, upgrades to the ad- 
jacent softball field, new concessions stand 
and accessible restrooms. It also included 
renovations to the boys and girls locker 
rooms, team rooms and restrooms inside 
AHS. 

Still to be done are the pole vault pit, 
which was installed incorrectly the first 
time and cannot be fixed in cold weather; 
and sod laying at the softball field. 

The $7.95 million project is being paid 
mostly through city bonds and $1 million 
in Community Preservation Act funds. 
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The new baseball field behind Agawam High School includes a sod playing surface and new concrete 


dugouts.

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Council approves new 


$203K roof at Town Hall

Town Hall will be getting a new roof this 
spring after the Agawam City Council vot- 
ed to fully fund the project at its March 20 
meeting. 

At the meeting, there was a unanimous 
vote to fund the roof and a 9-1 vote to use 
$50,000 in Community Preservation Act 
funds for the project. 

The council previously turned down a 
request for $100,000 in CPA funds, but the 
$50,000 approved represented a compro- 
mise reached between the administration 
and the CPA Committee, Councilor Chris- 
topher Johnson said. Mayor Richard Cohen 
said he wished he could have used more 
funds. 

“The CPA is taxpayer money, said Co- 
hen. “We were looking to do a slate roof in 
order to maintain the historic integrity of 
the building.’ 

Some CPA Committee members had 
questioned whether a new roof is properly 
classified as historical preservation, which 
can be funded by the CPA, or as routine 
maintenance, which cannot. Cohen said 
the town has done its part in maintaining 
the roof over the years, but it has outlived 
its useful life and must be replaced. 

He said estimates came in a bit high- 
er than expected and the total cost of the 
project is more than $203,000. Cohen said 
while he wished the funding came from a 
different source, he is happy that the proj- 
ect went through and says the bid will be 
awarded soon. 

“The work should begin as soon as the 
weather cooperates, said Cohen. 

Another point of debate about using the 
CPA funds is the fact that Town Hall is not 
listed on the Massachusetts or federal reg- 


isters of historical places. However, Cohen 
and Historical Commission Chairman Da- 
vid Cecchi confirmed the Town Hall does 
appear in the Town Inventory of Historic 
Structures. It is eligible to be placed on the 
state and national registers, but that has 
not happened yet. 

The Historical Commission advised Co- 
hen to bear in mind the historical signifi- 
cance of the building as it pursued the roof 
project. The work done to the roof could 
potentially affect its ability to be registered. 

In a 3-0 vote in December 2016, the His- 
torical Commission approved recommend- 
ing a roof replacement using slate, red cop- 
per flashing and red copper gutters. Cohen 
said those parameters are being followed 
and new downspouts will also be installed 
as a part of the project. 

Before passing the spending resolution 
this month, councilors Richard Theroux 
and Gina Letellier sparred over the use of 
CPA funds. Theroux suggested the town 
could have fully funded the project with 
CPA funds. Letellier pointed out the build- 
ing was not on a historic register. 

Letellier said while she agreed the CPA 
is taxpayer money, there are guidelines the 
town must follow on CPA projects. 

Johnson said he believed the issue with 
the roof was for town maintenance, and 
the CPA funds were necessary for the com- 
ponent related to historical preservation. 

“Either way, the roof needs to be done, 
said Johnson. 

Only Council President James Cichetti 
voted against the use of CPA funds for the 
roof project. 

Cohen said the other $153,000 will come 
from the reserve fund. 

There will be asbestos testing as part of 
the project and funds for contingencies. 


New member sought on CPA Committee 


Agawam City Council President James 
Cichetti has announced that there is one 
opening, effective April 30, for the Agawam 
Community Preservation Act Committee. 

The CPA Committee meets once a 
month, as necessary, to manage the town's 
CPA account. Agawam adopted the CPA in 
2001, instituting a 1 percent surcharge on 
property taxes to fund this special account 


dedicated to the acquisition and preserva- 
tion of open and recreational space; cre- 
ation and support of affordable housing; 
and acquisition and preservation of histor- 
ical buildings and landscapes.

Welcome voice in 
housing discussion 


an another petition succeed where last year's ef- 
fort failed — stopping the low-income housing 


development planned for 586 Mill St., Agawam? 

If nothing else, it will perform a public service if it 
can energize Agawam residents to talk about afford- 
able housing issues and take proactive steps to avoid 
another Chapter 40B development in the future. 

Under the state law known as Chapter 40B, Aga- 
wams usual safeguards — zoning ordinances, Plan- 
ning Board permits and site plan review — cant stop 
an affordable housing development anywhere in 
town, because the town is considered by the state to 
have a deficiency of subsidized housing units at pric- 
es affordable to individuals or families near or below 
the poverty line. The state wants at least 10 percent of 
each towns housing stock to be “affordable”; in Aga- 
wam, it’s just over 4 percent. 

HAP Housing Inc., a Springfield nonprofit agency, 
purchased a former farm on Mill Street last year and 
announced it will build affordable housing in the form 
of apartment buildings. No official plans have been 
revealed, but HAP has confirmed it plans to invoke 
Chapter 40B, if necessary, to build a project denser 
than zoning rules would ordinarily allow. Neighbors 
are understandably upset about the impact on traffic 
and property values, but there's little the town can do 
to oppose 40B construction. 

Agawam Citizens for Responsible Development, a 
group backing a new petition at agawamcitizens.org, 
wants the town to “exchange’ the Mill Street property 
with HAP for some other town-owned parcel “better 
suited for a large-scale development. Does such a par- 
cel even exist? The town does own several properties 
in town, but how many of them have the attributes 
that HAP says attracted it to Mill Street? Mill Street 
is within walking distance of shopping and bus lines. 
Its less than a mile to the Route 57 expressway. It’s 
surrounded by residential neighborhoods. HAP oppo- 
nents mentioned Tuckahoe Turf Farm as a potential 
swap site last year, but the town would have to install 
sewers to make that property attractive for dense 
housing. 

ACRD listed two other goals in an opinion column 
printed in last week’s Agawam Advertiser News. One 
of these is to work with residents of Mill Street to min- 
imize the disruption that the HAP project may cause. 
Toward this end, Agawam residents should avoid de- 
monizing HAP and, if the Chapter 40B project must go 
forward, work with HAP to soften its impacts. 

The other is to work together with town officials on 
the Housing Production Plan. The plan is a way for the 
town to develop affordable housing how and where its 
citizens want. In the long run, this is the most import- 
ant goal. Chapter 40B isn't going away, and neither is 
the moral imperative to meet the real need for afford- 
able housing. 

Citizens and city councilors should continue to 
talk about HAP, propose alternatives to HAP and put 
pressure on HAP to build the friendliest possible proj- 
ect. But if, as its name suggests, ACRD cares about re- 
sponsible planning throughout the town of Agawam, 
its best efforts need to be directed to preventing fu- 
ture surprise 40B developments. They may not be able 
to save Mill Street — but they can save the next one.

Public participation essential for housing plan 


The Agawam Housing Committee has 
invited all town residents to the second 
community meeting for the Agawam Hous- 
ing Production Plan, Tuesday, April 4, from 
5:30 to 8 p.m. at the Agawam Senior Cen- 
ter, 954 Main St. Flyers for the meeting are 
available at the library, Senior Center, post 
office and Town Hall. 

The Housing Production Plan lets Aga- 
wam be proactive in planning for housing 
in town, to control our own housing desti- 
ny and increase the opportunity for senior 
citizens and young people to remain here. 
Once the plan has been approved by the 
state, and a certain number of units per- 
mitted, the town will achieve a period of 
what is known as “safe harbor; which will 
give the Zoning Board of Appeals more au- 
thority to deny 40B development permits 
without the threat of appeal, and give us 
more time to find ways to get to the 10 per- 
cent affordable housing required by state 
law. 

The income limits for affordable hous- 
ing, which are up to 80 percent of the area 
median income, are much higher than 
what most people think when they hear 
the words “low income housing. The HUD 
fiscal year 2016 Income Limits Documen- 
tation System for our region defines low 
income (80 percent of the area median 
income) as $46,000 for a single person, 
and $65,700 for a family of four. Very low 
income (50 percent of the area median in- 
come) is defined as $29,150 for a single per-

son, and $41,600 for a family of four; and 
extremely low income is $17,500 for a sin- 
gle person and $24,950 for a family of four. 
This information is available at https:// 
www.huduser.gov/portal/datasets/il/il16/ 
index_il2016.html. The figures for 2017 
have not yet been published. 

The Agawam Housing Needs Assess- 
ment, completed May 4, 2016, clearly 
showed that there are many people living 
in Agawam right now who would qualify at 
all the income levels for affordable hous- 
ing, and benefit if more affordable housing 
were available in town. 

It is critical that as many people as pos- 
sibly can, come to the community meeting 
next Tuesday for the Housing Production 
Plan. Public input and participation is an 
essential part of the process. The more 
engaged residents are, the more satisfied 
they will be with the outcome. This is the 
time for all of us to make our voices heard 
about what we want for our town's housing 
future.

are set for widening and reconstruction, 
as well as bicycle- and pedestrian-friendly 
upgrades, as part of a state-funded project 
starting in 2018. 

Cohen said he asked for the borrowing 
now because he wants the Morgan-Sullivan 
and Walnut Street projects to be done to- 
gether, to avoid a duplication of efforts and 
state investment in the current roadway 
alignment, which would be shifted under 
the streetscape plan.

Cohen said the town is not taking re- 
sponsibility for ground contamination 
from the Games and Lanes property, a va- 
cant eyesore on Walnut Street Extension. 

“As far as we know, the contamination 
is at acceptable levels there, said Cohen. 
“But there is $58,000 in the project in case 
something is found during the work.’ 

Cichetti said he also expects council- 
ors will ask why Agawam would invest in 
Walnut Street Extension when the future of 
Games and Lanes is still unknown. The site 
is being cleaned up by a private company 
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circulation desk.

building to make sure all the doors are se- 
cured or to make sure there's no unautho- 
rized persons on school property who don't 
belong there, noted Sapelli. 

The drone is one of several school safety 
enhancements Nettis has been working on 
since being hired about a year ago. Among 
some others: 

- Training for the districts response 
team, including medical emergency re- 
sponders, on proper radio communication 
techniques and procedures during emer- 
gencies. 

e Training for school nurses and oth- 
er school staff on using Narcan to reverse 
drug overdoses. 

- Increasing the number of staff trained 
on strategies for dealing with an active 
shooter situation. 

Sapelli and Nettis, who spent 23 years 
in law enforcement before coming to 
Agawam, also plan to introduce an anon- 
ymous “text-a-tip” software program to 
alert school officials about “something bad 
going on. Sapelli added that he’s also talk- 
ed with the police chief and mayor about 
getting a permanent K-9 unit that could be 
used to discover drugs. 


Proactive about safety 

Sapelli said the drone and other new 
safety procedures are not a reaction to any 
specific problems. 

“Agawam has always been a proactive 
community, said Sapelli. “We've always tak- 
en a look at where any shortcomings are — 
and weve addressed them. If you don't first 
identify a problem, you can't address it and 
help solve it. Until you address these issues, 
its going to blow up and become bigger is- 
sues than they have to be. It’s easy to ignore 
— but we can't do that.’ 

The superintendent added that the 
number of reported incidents at Agawam 
schools will probably rise because the dis- 
trict is “out there looking for things.’ But he 
said the goal of having the drone or having 
more dog searches is to let students and 
staff know the district is being aggressive 
about school safety. 

According to Nettis, the main problem

drugs at Agawam schools are OxyContin 
and marijuana, with marijuana being used 
by the majority, more than 56 percent. He 
said some kids had been smoking marijua- 
na near the library and in the woods behind 
the high school. But a recent police opera- 
tion broke it up, forcing kids to look for what 
Nettis called “more innovative’ places. 

Sapelli said the legalization of recre- 
ational marijuana in Massachusetts will 
make it harder to detect kids who might be 
using the drug. 

“When someone smokes marijuana, it’s 
pretty obvious from the smell. But with le- 
galization, it will become more prevalent 
in different foods — whether it’s brown- 
ies, cookies, or things of that nature. That’s 
why it’s so important to have these canine 
searches.’ 

He said school officials don't want these 
“illicit chemicals, drugs, alcohol, e-ciga- 
rettes in our buildings or on our property. 
Were going to do everything we can to find 
out who has it, where they have it, why they 
have it, and get them the help they need, but

also keep it from entering our property. 

School Committee member Wendy Rua 
said “safety is on every parent's mind, espe- 
cially after the high school was evacuated 
a few weeks ago because of a vague threat 
made on social media. “Safety is always an 
issue for parents sending their kids out the 
door every morning, she said. 

Another committee member, Anthony 
Bonavita, called it “fascinating” that the 
drone can make observations. 

“I feel a lot better about us being pro- 
active rather than sitting back and hoping 
things work out, he said. “Everything I've 
seen tonight makes me feel more confident 
were attacking problems and not waiting 
for things to happen.’ 

Sapelli said he wants the community to 
understand that the drone, text-a-tip, and 
K-9 dogs don't mean Agawam has a bigger 
problem than any other district. 

“We dont have any more of a problem 
than any other district — probably less — 
were just doing something about it. Were 
not afraid to face it’?
